material gain in protecting Ameri- 
can integrity and preventing war. 
He declared it would not create a su- 
jjfjT-gc'VBninient, Involve objection 
able obligations nor Invalidate tlie 
Monroe Doctrine. 


"The pathway of our dirty is plain' 


aid Senator Swanson. "tiet us not 
be frightened 
"by our own prodi- 


gious shadow as it projects itself in- 
to world affairs. Let us not be deter- 
red from our manifest duty and des- 
tiny by a craven fear of becoming:

1 such a. position* that the door could 
hardly be opened. 
After using a 


•hair from the outside to raise tho 
transom, the door was opened. 


The manager told police, he im- 


mediately went to the cabinet -wheie 
the money is kept, and the dial was 
lying "on the floor near the opan 
safe. 
A Toledo newspaper, dated 


July 11, 1919, was spread on the 
floor and several books taken from 
the cabinet had been placed on it, 
he said. 


Police were immediately notified, 


and Chief Roush went to the sceno 
of the robbery.

examination, it was discovered thut 
the dust on the sill of the transom 
hail not been disturbed.

•to enter through an aperature of 
this kind, it would be practical^ 
ltni)oa»ibl» to leave dust undisturb- 
ed, police say.
